A second attempt to scale Mount 
Robson, the bighest peak in the 
Rocky Monatains, at the Yellow- 
head Pass, will be made this gum- 
mer by, Mesars. A. L. Mumm, a 
publisher of London, Eng, and J. 
L, Collie, also of London, two not- 
ed mountain climbers, who last 
year made an attempt to climb the 
heights of Mount Robson but 
failed, 

They will leave Edmonton in a 
few days for the west, going to 
Wolf Creek via G.T.P. and west 
from there to the Pass with pack 
ponies. The party are to be out- 
fitted for the route by a Lacombe 
man, Mr. Fred Stevens, who is an 
experienced prospector and out- 
fitter. He will furnish the party 
with sufficiest supplies to outfit 
them for we six or seven weeks 
that they expect te be beyond civ- 
ilization ‘in the mountains. 

Mount Robson is by many bun- 
dred feet the highest peak in the 
Rockies. It is situated close to 
the mouth of the Yellowhead Pass 
and is 13,700 feet in height. Many 
attempts to scale the peak have 
been made; but all have failed, 
save one, that made by a Canadian
